The cruiser Reina Mercedes, some of 
whose guns had been removed and set 
up in the Focapa fortress, is reported to 
have precipitated the engagement. 
She 
had run out into the harbor n ear where 
the collier Merrimac lay sunk, and her 
actions looked suspicious to 
Admiral 
Sampson. 
He concluded th at Admiral 
Corveta had sent out the Mercedes to 
attem p t to blow op the Merrimac, and 
thus reopen tU» channel. The order to 
open fire w as then given and the heavy 
guns of the fleet poured in a rain of shell, 
which made it Impossible for any of the 
Spaniards to approach the Merrimac. 
At the sam e time the fleet was moving 
nearer to the harbor. Several shells 
struck the Mercedes, one of them b u rs t­ 
ing in the re a r of the pilot house. The 
dam age w as tremendous. Bo desperate 
did her situation become th a t Admiral 
Ctervera, who watched the fire from his 
flagship, the A lm irante Oquendo, hoisted 
signals o rd trin g th a t the crew abandon 
the ship. 
This they did, though it was 
accomplished only with great peril. 
When the American ships hauled off 
at 11 o’clock, the crews had their dinners, 
and then Adm iral Sampson ordered a 
continuation of the bom bardm ent.

IS SLOANE’S HITHERTO MARVELOUS 
POWER AS A JOCKEY WANING? 


The Sporting Pnblio Looks to See H im R e­ 
deem n im self, as He Has M ore Than 
Once In th e Past, by a Series of Vloto- 
I ries W on U nder Adverse C lrcam stanoes. 


New York, June 8.—[Special.]—The 
admirers of Mr. Janies T. Slo.ono, profes­ 
sionally known as Tod Sloanc, are not yet 
over tho blue funk into which fhey were 
thrown the other day when, mounted on 
Lehman at Gravesend, he “ rode like an 
am ateur,” m aking a “weird and fearful 
exhibition” which lost tho race and con­ 
vinced every one that lapses may be the 
occasional lot even of an idolized popular 
jockey. 
As to whether his 111 luck—some call it 
stupidity if nothing worse—on that day 
has reduced the price which ho can com­ 
mand for his services I have not been in­ 
formed, but certain it is that there has 
rarely been a more sorrowful, disgusted 
lot of men in this town or anywhere here­ 
about than those who backed their belief 
on F^loane by betting on him In that race. 
That its loss caused a temporary slump in 
his prestige is unquestioned, and while, of 
coui'SQ, he may eventually win his old 
place In tho hearts of racegoers by good 
work In the future it may take him some 
time to do so, and the reinstating victories 
will have to bo won on relatively poor 
mounts. 
To push a great horse to tho 
front will not bo sufficient. He m ust win 
a few times in circumstances that would 
mean failure to most other jockeys. 
Tod Sloane’s Perseverance. 
That he will suocecd In this is not doubt­ 
ed by those who know him best. In justi­ 
fication of theib faith they point to the fact 
that be hof got to the front in several 
races since l^ls “ weird exhibition. ’ ’ 
They 
also tell how a ffw years ago after win­ 
ning the blgEiest reputation in the west he 
came cast and 
oampletely, yet two 
or three ycats later regained his reputa­ 
tion hero by winning a larger peroentage 
of mounts than any other jockey than rid­ 
ing. 
Sloane’g mental anguish the year of his 
unsuccessful attem pt to place himself to 
the front among the jockeys—it was In 
1893, 1 think—is said to have been In­ 
tense. 
Ho had mount after mount, only 
to experience defeat after defeat. 
He rode 
so badly at Morris park that tho authori­ 
ties suspended him for incompetenoy. 
But ho persevered in the face of repeated 
disaster, until finally at the Monmouth 
meeting ho was Intrusted with a seat on 
the back of the big imported horse Ben 
fitrome, only to make a completer fizzle, 
if that woro possible, than any that had 
gone before. 
That failure wound up his 
riding in the east that year, and he went 
back to tho west accounted an emphatic 
failure os a jockey. 
New York racing men do not seem to 
know how well he succeeded in the west 
in the years immediately following his re­ 
treat from the east, but they agree that he 
must have done a lot of thinking and 
studying, for when he came hero again in 
1896 his form seemed much improvo<l. 
Ho 
surely astonished certain observers, who, 
banking on his previous poor work here, 
bet systematically against tho horses ho 
rode, almost to tears, for it seemed that a 
carpenter’s sawhorse might stand some 
show of winning if only Sloane could ho 
hired to bestride him. 
Much of his suc­ 
cess that year was due to tho advice and 
counsel of George E. Smith, “ Pittsburg 
Phil.” 
This ingenious gentleman, who has 
known what it is to be down as well as up 
in the world, put in a goo<l deal of his 
time in tho w inter of 1895-G watching 
Sloane’s work in California, and was firm­ 
ly convlnoc<l that ho only ne<!dexi another 
eastern chance to win a thoroughgoing 
success. 
Sloane'a U nparalleled C areer. 
The career of Tod Sloano since tho be­ 
ginning of the eastern racing season of 
1896 has never i)ecn paralleled. 
Even tho 
late Fred Archer of England, at one time 
the idol of the sporting world on two con­ 
tinents, jKJored no such success, either nro-

the other eide lost year. 
But the begin­ 
ning of bis racing ^ e re was marked by 
failure to xoake St. Cloud win the Cesare- 
witch. 
1b fact, the home waa unploMd, 
and the English turf writers poked no end 
of fun at the Aanerioan jookey, declaring 
that such riding as he was able to do 
might bo good enough for America, but It 
wouldn't pass for a little bit in England. 
They termed his riding “ funny” and 
followed ttie npplicatiffii of that adjective 
by the hazard that he would soon return 
to “ the States” as he had provlonsly re­ 
turned to the west. But later they changed 
their tune, for Sloane’s “ funny” riding 
speedily showed Itself to be of the winning 
quality, and he repeated his American 
successes of tho year before In riding 
mounts to a larger proportion of victories 
than any English jockey of that or any 
other year. 
Sloano’s well known devotion to dress 
must be the result of vanity, pure and 
simple, since neither it nor his swell ways 
In general can possibly contribute one 
iota to his success in a race or the avidity 
with which his services are sought by 
owners. 
Yet ho has always seemed to 
make a tremendous point of his clothes 
and the papers have exploited them for 
years. 
Even tho period of his failure as a 
jockey on tho eastern tracks was no excep­ 
tion to the general rule that Tod Sloane’s 
wardrobe should • ) written up and illus­ 
trated about once in so often by every 
journal east or west making any preten­ 
sions to up to dateness in sporting matters. 
A n I n d e p e n d e n t L ittle C hap. 
In some respects Tod Sloano differs from 
all other jockeys, especially from those of 
the English brand. He has no holy respect 
for persons of prominence. 
No jockey 
had ever been known to dwell in a first 
class London hotel till ho went to the 
British capital, but ho put up at the Cecil, 
quite as swell as the Waldorf-Astoria. 
All prominent jockeys had of cotirse 
been held os privileged characters among 
titled Englishmen, but there was invari­ 
ably a fine dash of patronage in the atten­ 
tions that were shown them. 
Sloane was 
glad to make friends with the nobility, of 
course, but ho wouldn’t put up with any 
obvious condescension, and when sought' 
out by the representative of a British 
sporting paper he expressed himself with 
such freedom regarding certain prominent! 
persons, bearing down especially on old 
Pierre Lorillard for his extraordinary re-i 
marks about American racing methods, 
that at the close of his article the English 
reporter amazedly wrote, “ What a remark­ 
able little m an!” 
^ 
He undoubtedly has his enemies; but, 
on the whole, the racing public wishes to 
see Sloane get back his old form com­ 
pletely and quickly.

Twenty-four hours later 
he was under arrest for the m urder of 
j 
Nancy Jones, and a hundred men were 
Boarching for her body. 
i 
Fletcher’s story was straight and clear, i 
b ut unfortunately it served to convict him. 
Ho had gone out to Fern Castle, as the 
young woman liad rom antically named ; 
tho few acres w ith its cottage, and had been j 
cordiallv received. 
Miss Jones confessed i

O ut of a thousand people not over five 
doubted the young m an’s guilt, and they 
doutited m ere becauw th<j b<if1y ooiild not 
l>c found rather than that they belleTwJ in 
him. In the ooufsoof a fortnight 600 peo­ 
ple enteriHi Into th© sf arrji for the IxKly, 
and had s dead cat been covered Y lthin 
three miles of Fern Castle they m ust oave 
found it. 
T’p to tho time the fmpch was abandoned 
the r»*e was iu the hands of the l*»cal po­ 
lice. 
When thry could m ake no bi-adwey, 
a detective from London w as called down.

Fletcher 
and tho domestic agreed exactly as to the 
queer expressions Miss Jones had used— 
dragged In for the benefit of tho girl. .She 
m ust have been planning when she did 
that, and w hat more natural than to be­ 
lieve she was planning a revenge on Fletch­ 
er? 
She had suggested a queer vv’alk after 
d ark; she had shrieked out w ith needless 
energy; she had brought him homo by an­ 
other route. 
All these things counted 
w ith the detective, and all counted in 
Fletcher’s favor. 
As a first stop in the actual work of u n ­ 
raveling tho mystery the detective drove 
to the several tovs’ns around Stratford and 
in each case his business was w’ith men 
who sold clothing.

found his clew. A t a certain date, a week 
previous to the murder, a young woman 
of Miss Jones’ description bad bought a 
m an ’s su it of clothes at a certain store, 
saying they were for her brother.

I, too, felt th at he would do either the 
one or tho other, and I whispered back the 
first thing th at occurred to me. 
“ Storey,” I said, “ if you m ake the least 
noise, I ’ll stab you to death!” 
Then I told him to keep his eyes closed 
and try to think of something else until 
he heard tho first shot fired. A fter th at he 
m ight shout as loudly as he liked. 
I put 
one arm about his neck and drew him 
close to me.

How the Brightest Stars of Our Navy 


Impressed a Young Man Who Was 


Brought Into Close Daily 


Contact With Them.

The na%*al warrior who was, unfortu­ 
nately for himself—and for the country 
he loves, as his patriotism is of the | 
sterling kind—relieved from active duty ^ 
as commander of the north Atlantic j 
sq iadron. being incapacitated by pro- \ 
longed illness from fulfilling the duties 
of the position, must have had addi­ 
tionally a saddened mental strain in 
knowing that his physical condition had 
forced him out of the post in which he 
gloried. 
Montgomery Sicard is a born 
fighter. 
His fearless record in the civil 
war proves that, and. though quiet, mod­ 
est and unassuming, the roar of cannon 


and the boom of 13 Inch guns are as 
pleasant music to his ears. 
A quarter of a century ago he w as of 
medium build, with large black eyes, 
heavy coarse black hair, full beard and 
a dark skin that showed his French ex­ 
traction. 
That he was born near Tar- 
rytown the writer knows, for he made 
the remark incidentally as on a sum ­ 
mer cruise up the Hudson to W est 
Point the frigate went tacking across 
the Zuyder Zee. 
A rear admiral since April 
1897, and 
his retirement coming on the 30th of 
September next, he m ust feel sorely 
grieved that fortune snatched from his 
grasp the opportunity perhaps to du­ 
plicate Dewey’s great stroke. 
The man next to him in class rank, 
very sm all In stature and size. Rear 
Admiral Edmund O. M atthews, has al­ 
w ays been sensible enough to avoid any 
attem pt at pomposity of demeanor, tor 
it would have subjected him to a storm 
of ridicule. 
He has held his present 
rank since June 19. 1897, and will be re­ 
tired on Oct. 24, this year. As the chron­ 
icles' of naval history relate, he did 
brave w'ork from 1861 to 1865, but his

"Sooner or later ’’ said a well known m ilitary authority recently, “there will be an engagem ent at close quarters 
between the opposing warships In this Hlspano-American contest, and then the fight w ill reveal the stuff our ma­ 
rines and seamen are made of. 
We mu.st remember that no engagem ent of receiit years has heen a.t close quarters, 
and the action to board an enem y’s ship alw ays means the sharpest kind of fighting, the results being invariably a

There is no sort of doubt about 
the preparedness of our men for any em ergency.

The small arm now' in use in the United States navy is the new Lee straight pull rifle, one of the m ost effect- 
ive weapons of the age. This rifle was adopted by the navy in 1896, and the manufacturers commenced to furnish 
it to the nten the following year. Twenty-five thousand are now owned by the government. W ith this weapon a man 
m ay be hit at a distance of 3,500 yards, which is nearly two miles. 
The caliber of the gun is .236, and it em ploys a 
sm okeless powder cartridge with a hardened lead bullet having a steel or copper jacket plated with tin and giving 
an initial velocity of 2,550 feet per second. The magazine holds five cartridges, which m ay be inserted separately or 
ai one time, in which latter case they are placed in the magazine in a pack, held together by a steel clip. 
Among the superiorities of this gun is the fact that the operation of opening and closing is by a “straight pull," 
Instead of the customary “up turn” and “pull back.’’ 
^ 
For the use of the marines when landing and marching some distance adjustable slings arfe provided, but the 
most important attachm ent is the short knife bayonet of the United States navy pattern, an effective and really 
murderous weapon. 
When unfixed, the bayonet Is carried at the belt in a scabbard. 
W hile the weight of the knife bayonet is only about 11 ounces and its length nearly 8’/^ inches, the weapon is strong, 
and in the hands of skilled and brave American “Jackies” it will prove practically irresistible. The w eight of the 
gun without the baycnct. but v. ith the sling, overages 8 pounds and 12 ounces, not too heavy for excellent results.

While the d 'o j u c.. i. .~.s of this sm all caliber bullet is not a s great as that of theolderand much larger bul­ 
lets formerly used, the range and accuracy of the firing are greatly increased over anything heretofore made use of. 
All of these rifles, which cr>st the navy department al)out $30 each, are provided with the Lee military sight, a very 
efTective attachment. 
Armed with this ready and destructive weapon, our fighting men in the navy m ay be confi­ 
dently expected to give a most brilliant account of themselves. 
The magazine rifle now In u se ,by the United States army is generally known as the Krag-Jorgensen gun, and it 
resem bles that effective Danish implement, but is much Improved and modified and of entirely new pattern. The 
w eight of the cartridge is 220 grains, nearly double that of the Lee navy cartridge. The gun is of .80 caliber and has 
been ‘in use since 1894. 
The peculiarity of ff.e Krag-Jorgensen cartridge Is that the lead bullet Is Inclosed In a Jacket or m antle of steel, 
which gives it additional r>enetrative power. This is sim ilar tf> the bullet of the I.ee gun, which has the steel man­ 
tle, and the screech alone of this projectile is said to be enough to throw terror into the ranks of the enemy. The

Firing Big Guns, 
Gunnery today is an intricate science 
requiring skilled and educated men to 
master it, and it has reached a state of 
development never dreamed of by the 
naval heroes of the past. 
A modern 
monster rifled cannon will hurl a huge 
projectile with tremendous force and 
frightful destructive possibilities through 
some 15 miles of space. 
This is much 
farther than the unaided eye can see 
clearly or aim a gun w’ith anything like 
effective accuracy, for it is science that 
must supplement the eye and bring to 
its aid certain delicately adjusted in­ 
strum ents before the shots of these 
great guns can be made fruitful at long 
range. 
A ssisted by these instruments, 
it is not only possible, but probable, that 
a skilled gunner w'ould be able to hit an 
enem y’s battleship at a distance of six. 
miles or even farther from the muzzle 
of his gun. 
The projectiles from these cannon do 
not travel in straight fines, but in 
curves, and their range or point of con­ 
tact with the earth is determined by the 
angle of the elevation of the gun barreL 
The required angle of elevation of each 
gun in order to throw a shot a certain 
distance is known to its gunnei'. Henca 
If the distance of a ship or otlier object 
from the gun is known the gunner has 
only to elevate his gun to the proper an­ 
gle, aim It so that it will be in line with 
the target and fire, with the certainty 
that his shot will strike the mark or 
near to it. 
Thus it will be seen that the impor­ 
tant thing Is to determine quickly and 
accurately the distance of the object to 
be hit from the gun that is to do the 
hitting, and right here it is that science 
steps in with the range finder, the sta- 
dlmeter. the range indicator, the range 
telegraph 
and 
other 
sim ilar instru­ 
ments. 
These instrum ents have been 
perfected until today the distance of an 
object from a given point can be deter­ 
mined from them with marvelous quick­ 
ness and accuracy. 


The Heart of a Warship' 
The dj'iiamo room of the modern war­ 
ship is the throbbing heart, and the 
wires radiating from it are like veins 
through which flow the life and intelli­ 
gence which direct the movements of 
both ships and crew. 
Innumerable globes light the cabins, 
engine rooms, magazines, searchlights, 
x?onntng towers and decks, operate tele­ 
graph, telephone and signal wires, guns, 
turrets and compartment dcors. 
W ith 
a ship elaborately wired it is readily 
seen how one chance fortunate shot by 
the enemy will make some derangement 
in the system . If a shell should happen 
to drop into 
the 
dynamo room, all 
m eans of offense would be destroyed. 
The guns could no longer be fired, and 
time w'ould be lost until lights could 
be 
secured. 
In 
the meantime there 
would be a period of confusion, delay 
and uncertainty, during which the ene­ 
my would be pouring in her shot, and 
the result w6uld be fearful to contem­ 
plate. 
Of course the W'ires are protected as 
well as may be at vulnerable points, 
especially where they are concentrated, 
as in the conning tower, but the con­ 
cussion of a shot striking the vessel 
may have the effect of rupturing the 
wires in unusual places or causing them 
to make connection with the metalwork 
of the ship, thus diverting the current 
and rendering the plant Inoperative.

APPEAL FOR GREYLOCK. 


Dr. Bascom Speaks Before Ways and 


Means Committee. 


J here was a hearing on tho Greylock 
reservation bill 
before tbe legislative 
way* and means committee Tuesday, at 
which Dr. John Bascom of Willianrstown 
pr seated a strong appeal for tbe prsssr- 
vation of the beauties and resources of 
the mountain. Several members of the 
association were present at the bearing, 
but Dr. Bascom was tbe only speaker. 
Chairman Clarke asked Representative 
Stevenson of Pittsfield, who was present 
as <\ spectator, If the towns in which 
Greylock is siti ateJ would not do some- 
tbink toward U e expense of mainten­ 
ance, and be said 1 e .bought they would. 
Itw.Afc.aid that the surplus timber sold 
would probably be adequate to meet all 
expenses, and it was suggested that the 
bill might be so amended as to relieve the 
state ot the expenso of maintenance. 
Dr. Bascom spoke at length on the im­ 
pórtanos o'securing state control of the 
umntain at once, and after speaking of 
:o fact that Greylock is tbe rightful 
r iperty of the people rather than of any 
irporation, said: “Greylock is unique in 
-ing detached from all other mountains, 
mding alone in its solemn grandeur. It 
i.urfjuuded by fertile and populous val- 
ys, but eiviiization 
has scarcely en 
>achcd upon it solitudes. 
It is in spite 
its apparent isolation, easily accessible 
om all parts of the state. 
The town of 
>rth Adams has put forth its best efforts 
> preserve this mountain, building roads 
> its summit, which it asks the state to 
'lintain. 
Tho hand of wealth has not 
ken possession of the mountain. 
All 
n t is aiked is that the state, acting for 
io people oollectively, will do what the 
eople locally have tried to do, but have 
*t the strength to accomplish.”
